CHIOAGO, Feb. 26.—A soaffold in the 
dome of the new postoffice building sudden- 
ly collapsed this afternoon carrying 16 men 
into the first floor of the building, killing 
them all. 

The falling workmen had a sheer descent 
of 260 feet through space. The men were at 
work on the big scaffold finishing up the 
decorations on the interior of the dome. 
There is a space beneath extending to the 
firat floor, and it was down this hole 
through all the floors that tons of splintered 
wood suddenly fell with the men. The men 
were literally buried, and after the sound 
of the fall died away no ories or moans of 
pain were heard.

The death of the son recalis the tragic 
fate of the father, Joseph Colcord, the 
daughter, Mise Lily Hartman, nee Colcord, 
and the mother. 

The city was shocked more than a score 
of years = by the violent death of Joseph 
Colcord, ore residence at Broadway and 
Biddle had long been the center of a co- 
terie of the most brilliant social and legal 
lights of the city. 

Mr. Colecord, shot through the heart, was 
found beside the body of a woman to 
whom a revolver had also brought death. 

The family always insisted that it had 
been a double murder. The police reported 
murder and suicide. 

Mrs. Lily Colcord Hartman, after secur- 
ing her divorce, was placed in a private 
sanitarilum near Milwaukee a year ago, 
from. whence it was suddenly announced 
that she had escaped. 

A serch was instituted throughout two 
states, police and friends were notified, and 
made every attempt to locate the missing 
woman without success. 

When it was discovered that Mrs. Col- 
eord Hartman had met with foul play she 
was discovered in the attic of the sani- 
tarium, closelv wedged between the cross- 
beam and roof. 

She had been —— death by starva- 
tion for 14 days when found. Her terribie 
sufferings eventually brought the relief she 
craved.

I have been dismissed from the com- 
petitive classified service of the t. Louig 
postoffice by Postmaster General 
Payne, on a charge of “conspiracy in 
securing perjurec testimony against 
Postmaster Baurhof?.’ 

This is the postmaster-general’s final 
action on my appeal! to him for infor- 
mation concerning the specifications of 
the charge and the names of the wit- 
nesses against me, and for sufficient 
time in which to prepare my answer, 
only three days having been given me 
to meet this grave criminal charge. 

I was originally sus,ended, in com- 
pany with other civil servicé em- 
ployes of the postoffice, because I had 
test'asled that Postmaster Baumhoff had 
offered me insults and indignities. This 
testimony was true and I can prove it 
to be so if given an opportunity. 

After I shad testified to these facts, 
charges were made reflecting upon my 
character, of which I was exonc rated 
by the postoffice departmnt, and ‘n 
writing by Chief Wilkie of the secret 
service, who investigated and knows 
the facts; but was summarily dismissed 
without a -hearing on the charge of 
conspiracy. I was then reinstated, for 
the declared purpose of giving me the 
hearing required by the civil service 
rules. The hearing offered me consisted 
of three days in which to prepare my 
answer, without knowledge of the speci- 
fications of the charge or the names 
of the witnesses. I have been kept in 
ignorance of the details of the charge 
and the names of the witnesses, and 
was unable to do more than appeal for 
sufficient time and for the informatiorr 
necessary to enable me to make an- 
swer. In this appeal I cited your rec- 
ommendations in similar cases. as civil 
service commissioner, which were sub- 
sequently. approved by you as presi- 
dent. 

I am the victim of a conspiracy 
against my honor and reputation—not 
Mr. Baumhoff. I have been discharged 
and deprived of my means of living, 
solely for attempting to defend myself 
against Mr. Baumboaf. and in the three 
investigations of this case held fm 8t. 
Louts I have never appeared but once 
and have never been permitted to know 
the names of the witnesses. the definite 
charges made, or the evidence offered 
in support of them. J did not see Mr. 
Foulke. whom you sent to investigate 
the case, but he recommended a hearing 
for me.

“While it is true that the outcome of my.

reason. to advite American girls not ta 
marry foreigners in general or foreign 
noblemen in particular. 

“I do not see any good reason why in- 
ternational marriages should not turn out 
as happily as those between persons of the 
same nationality. It all depends upon the 
man and the woman and not at all upon 
the circumstances where one or the other 
may have been born. 

“IT have personally ‘known of many in- 
ternational marriages which have re- 
sulted most happily, and.I know of foreign 
husbands of American women who are 
models in all particulars and leave nothing 
undone to add to the happiness of their 
wives. 

Where these marriages are unsuccessfu!, 
their failure is most often due to the fact 
that one or the other either cannot or will 
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to be remembered that different customs 
prevail in different countries. Custom 
in this country results in differ- 
ent conduct and bearing between 
husband and wife from those of 
som? Eurecgean countries. An American 
girl who marries a foreign husband and 


makes no ailowanrce for these differences, 
and expects him to be ‘n all respects like 
an.American husband willl make herself un- 
happ But if due allowance ts made for 
the atturence in customs and the difference 
in vicwpoint which results from the. dif- 
ference in customs, there is ho reason why 
she should not be happy, provided her hus- 
band is honorable and osmducts himself to- 
ward her in the manner apvroved by the 
best customs of his own country.

Three Salient 


Points Reviewed. 

1. The St. Louis Court of Appeals is not 
a court of original jurisdiction, and there- 
fore has no authority to naturalize for- 
elgners. . 

2. Congress had no power to grant any 
state court the right to naturalize for- 
elignere. 

3. If-Congress did have such power, the 
state courts had no right to exercise it 
without first being specifically authorized 
to do so by the state legislature. 

In his decision, Judge Sanborn says: 

“These propositions and arguments of 
counsel for the plaintiff in orror are plaus- 
ible and cogent. They might well havo 
challenged debate, possibly they might 
have changed the course of legislation and 
the course of wction if they had been pre- 
sented to the supreme court 100 years ago. 

At this late day, however, after the courts 
of the states have for more than a cen- 
tury, with the uniform acquiescence and 
consent of all the departments of the na- 
tional government and of the state govern- 


ments, exercised this authority to naturai- 
ize aliens, granted to them by the action 
of Congress, there is one answer which is 
equally fatal to both the propositions which 
counsel for plaintiff in error here present, 
It is that the contemporaneous interpreta- 
tion of the provisions of the constitution 
relative to this subject by those who framed 
it, the concurrence of statesmen, legislators 
and judges in that construction, the acqul- 
escence and uninterrupted practice of al] 
the departments of government in the tn- 
terpretation for more than 100 years, con- 
clusively determines their meaning and ef- 
fect. and places them beyond the realm of 
doubt or question.” 

After citation of various authorities 
made, the decision continues: 
“The alding, the abetting. the counseling, 
advising or procuring of aliens who are not 
entitied to naturalization to obtain certifi- 
eates of citizenship from this court by 
fraud and false statements, is one of the 
offenses denounced by section 5427 of the 
Revised Statutes, and «here “is no escape 
from the conclusion that the Judgement be- 
low must be affirmed.

This is one of the latest additions to the 
Social Economy display. It is being pre- 
pared by Mrs. Ruth Ashley Hirshfield of 
New York with the co-operation of the 
Massachusetts Civic League. Mrs. Hirsh- 
field also has a model home nursery ex- 
hibit in the Education and Social Economy 
bullding. 

The model playground is separate and 
distinct from the day nursery which the 
Ladies’ Board of Managers has planned, 
but like it will be open to all children of 
World's Fair visitors. 

In an inclosure 170 by 260 feet the chil- 
dren will find swings, gymnasium equip- 
ment, hammocks, big boxes of sand, 4 
kindergarten room, a garden where they 
may plant and hoe vegetahles and flow- 
ers, and showerbaths in the care of 
trained assistants. 

The office building within the ground 
will be like a dwelling house and its back- 
yard will be a model of all that back yards 
should be with swings for children gar- 
dens, flowers and clambering vines. 

“All this equipment will be an exhibit,” 
said Mrs. Hirshfield to the Post-Dispatch. 
At the same time it will be for the use of 
children for a small fee. We shall have 
in constant attemdance a large staff of kin- 
dergarterers, physical directors and as- 
gistants, as well as an expert on chil- 
dren's games. ; 

The buildings on the ground, with the ex- 
ception of the office, will have canvas 
roofs and walls. There will be a playroom, 
a gymnasium, a hammock room and 
bathhouse. ; 

The playroom will have a complete kin- 
dergarten equipment. It will be in effect 
an indoor playground. Tables, chairs, big 
boxes of clean sama’ and  bright-colored 
cards and blocks will entertain the chil- 
dren. It will Se near the center of the 
groumls. Flags of all nations will decorate 
the ridge pole of the structure. 

The gymmasium will have horizontal and 
vertical bars, ladders, traveling rings, 
trapeze and swings to delight incipient 
athletes. 

A special feature will be the giant stride. 
which is like a Maypole except that in- 
stead of ribbons from the top of the pole 
it has rones attached to a ball-bearing, re- 
volving pivot. with handles on the ends, 
so that children, clinging to the handles, 
may swing around the pole in a circle with- 
out touching the ground. 

The hammock room will 
sand, with scores of little 
where the children may sleep. The sand 
will save them from injury, should they 
fall from the hammocks, and little tools 
scattered about will be ready for them i 
they want to play when they waken from 
their naps.

One hundred and sixteen cases of 
Egyptian antiquities. 

Thirty-two cases of Egyptian ivory 
wood, 

Twenty-six cases of ancient Egyptian 
papyri, books end furniture.

The above enumerated things reached the 
Exposition grounds Friday morning in 
charge of Herman E. Lawford, Egyptian 
commissioner to the Louisiana Purcahse 
Exposition. 

They constitute Egypt's onan exhibit 
at the Fair. 

Mr. Lawford will wbeack and place his 
exhibit just as soon as possible. It is the 
largest the Egyptian government has ever 
sent to an American fair. 

For instance, of the whole number of 241 
cases of exhibits which reached the Fair 
grounds Friday morning 116 contain Dgyp- 
tian mummies, scarabs, ancient wares, 
arms, documents, sculpture, tablets and all 
that goes to make Egyptology an arche- 


ological study complete in itself. 


Mr. Lawford was not at the Fair grounds 
Friday morning, and it was not learned 
which of the members of the old dynasties 
of the Pharaohs rests in the case marked 
“Mummy of a Pharaoh.’’ 

Whether it is one of the pyramid-building 
Rameses or, perchance, the Pharaoh 
Cheops, who eclipsed his Ramesesian pre- 
decessors by building the greatest pyramid 
of them ali, the inscription upon the ex- 
terior of the case does not say. 

The mummy of the sacred cat ts re- 

arded as one of the most interesting relics 
n the exhibit. 

Numbers of persons found even the ex- 
terior of the case interesting at the Fair 
Friday morning. Baing somewhat deficient 
in information concerning that sacred 
function performe®S in the religion of the 
ancients by the feline reposing in fine fab- 
rics and preservative ointments within the 
rude case marked “Deified Cat,’’. the on- 
lookers accepted a suggestion that the 
Khedive probably sent the cat along to 
keep the exhibit free from the ravages of 
mice.

BUFFALO AND SYRACUSE 
SEND ENGINES AND MEN 


The Greatest Loss Falls on Sibley, 
Lindsley and Curr and Two Other 
Dry Goods Houses—Granite Block" 


Destroyed—Dynamite Used to 
Check Fire. 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., Feb. 26.—The worst 
fire in the history of Rochester broke out 
shortly before 5 o'clock this morning in the 
basement of the Rochester Dry Goods Co.’s 
store at 156-166 Main street. The fire, which 
according to the night watchman in the 
store, Thomas Connors. was discovered 
soon after it starte, but it spread with such 
rapidity that by the time an alarm was 
turned in the entire front of the store was 
a mass of flames. The fire department 
responded promptly. Assistant Chief 
Jaynes realized at once the dangerous na- 
ture of the fire and turned in a general 
alarm. By this time the flames had spread 
to the building occupied by the dry goods 
firm of Beadle & Sherburne Co. 

Chief Little arrived on the scene shortly 
after the general alarm was sounded. He 
realized that the flames were beyond the 
control of the local department and ap- 
peals for more fire apparatus were sent to 
the chiefs of the Buffalo and Syracuse de- 
partments. Nearly five hours later four 
steamers arrived from Syracuse. 

Within an hour after being discoverad, the 
fire had spread to the big Granite bul!lding, 
occupied by the firm of Sibley, Linsley & 
Curr, and by hundreds of business and pro- 
fessional men. Flames also spread to the 
buildings in the rear of the Granite block. 
The extreme cold made fire fighting dif- 
ficult and hazardous, as the ladders were 
coated with ice. 

The only accident: reported was the in- 
jury of Assistant Chief drank A. Jaynes, 
who was etruck in the head by a flying 
nozzle.

Warren Matérials, According to Com- 
missioners, Are ‘Only Ones 
" Suited to Work Desired. 
If nine members favorable. to. the pill to 
reconstruct Lindell boulevard with bitumin- 


ous macadam are present at Friday even- 
ing’s meeting of the’ Council, the. bili will 
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be passed. A further oondition is that the | 
councilmen fhvoring the .measure find | 
themscivés able to get it reported from the | 
committee on public improvements. | 

Chairman George D. Markham. of the) 
committee is understood to favor it, and | 
Councilman Newell is thought to be against | 
it. On Councilman Rolfes’ position depend | 
the chances of the bill being reported. If) 
he should join Newell in opposition to the! 
reporting of the bill, Markham cannot get 
it before the Council. 

The administration is earnestly endeav- 
oring to secure the passage of the bill. A 
majority of the property owners are op- 
posing its passage. 

The bill wil not be put to a final vote 
unless the administration forces are sure 
of nine votes, the number necessary to pass 
it.

All Contracts. 


Street Commissioner Varrelman said: 
1—No. Any contractor can buy War- 
ren's materials. They are on the market. 
Of cuvurse, the materials would come in- 
directiy from the Warrens anyhow. But 
these materials are the only ones we know 
of that makes a waterproof pavement. 
and the Supreme Court has now decided 
that we have a right to specify them. 

2—No. I am now sending out blanks 
for six different companies to bid on the 
next bituminous macadam contract. Only 


one of the bidders is in 8t. ‘Louis, 
others being out-of-town companies. So 
far the St. Louls concern (Granite Bitu- 
minous Paving Co.) has been the iowest 
bidder in every gees, it le true, but their 
bids have only been a iittie lower than 
the others.
